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CHRISTMAS SEALS 


By Lt. Col. S. S. Weatherbie e 


The collecting of these adhesives 
is indulged in by United States col- 
lectors to a greater extent than by 
Canadians. It is not only an interest- 
ing side line in phiately, but a 
sound philanthropic idea. 

A brief historical sketch will be of 
interest. 

In the year 1904, a childrens’ hosp- 
ital was needed in Copenhagen, Den- 
mark. 


A postal clerk in that city, know- 
ing of this, decided that the sale. of 
stamps, designed to decorate 
Christmas letters and parcels, could 
be made finance the cost of the 
building. Mr. Holboell’s enthusiam in 
this won the endorsement of the 
Danish royal family so that the first 
Christmas seal was. designed and 
placed on sale at Christmas 1904 with 
marked financial success. 

Mr. Riis, a Dane doing social work 
in New York, noting one of these 
seals on a letter from the homeland, 
urged the use of similar labels in 
order to raise funds in the U.S.A. 
for charitables purposes. 

Miss Bissell operated a small 
tuberculosis hospital in Delaware 
and could not raise the small sum of 


$300 needed to keep the institution 
solvent. 
Having read Mr. Riis article in 


‘Outlook’ she used the idea as a last 
hope of raising the small sum of 
money she needed for her hospital. 

Miss Bissell offered the frist seals 
for sale at Christmas 1907 and real- 
ized the sum of $3000 from the 
venture. She then urged the Red 
Cross to continue the yearly issue of 
seals which was done by this society 
until 1919. The work by now was 
interfering with the regular Red 
Cross schemes and had become so 
heavy that the National Tuberculosis 
Association was formed to handle 
the Christmas seal work. 

That this had become *big business' 
will be seen when in 1946 the sum 
realized from the sale of seals for 
that year, amounted to $16,854,000. 

U. S. A. seals until 1919 bore the 


Red Cross insignia. After 1919 the 
Cross of Loraine is used. 

Although the Canadian Tubercul- 
osis Association was formed in 1900, 


it was not until 1927 that it under- 
took the issue of Seals. Previous to 
this date, local societies, from time to 
time, had issued a few. 

The first Canadian Association 
seals issued in 1927, were printed by 
the American Bank Note Company, 
Ottawa, from plates loaned by. the 
Americal Association. This seal was 
in English text and the Frenck issue 
was effected by a black surcharge 
‘Bonne Sante’ over the English one. 


The loan of plates by the American 
Association was continued until 1930, 
with text modifications to suit Can- 
adian use. The ‘greeting’ in French 
is ‘Bonne Sante’ (Good Health) but 
in the 1928 issue ‘Bonne Annee’ 
(Happy New Year) necessiated the 
year being changed to ‘1929’ so as to 
permit of the issue being made at 
Christmas 1928. 


From 1931 to 1939 distinctive Can- 
adian designs were used; but from 
1940 with minor text changes, U.S.A. 
plates were again used. 

An interesting and attractive field 
is the ‘Progressive Colour Printings': 
which show the various stages of 
making these multieoloured labels. 
In simple printings such as the 1941 
issue, only three colour plates were 
needed, but in others, as the 1946 
issue, nine plates were required. 
These being in the imperforate state, 
imperforate singles, pairs, blocks or 
sheets are available. 

Booklets were issued from 1938 to 
1940. For these, (tete beche’ sets are 
to be had. 

In 1945 there is an interesting 
item, that of an imperforate sheet of 
1600 seals, which normally would be 
eut into 16 sheets of 100 items. Here 
wide and narrow gutter blocks may 
be found. 

Errors and shades may be hunted 
down by specialists. One may be sure 
that in collecting seals there will be 
only one issue a year and there will 
be no first day covers.

Some 45 countries have at some 
time issued seals. A few of these 
have issued them every year and 
many are beautiful miniature 
pictures.

Many collectors caught flat footed 
with the new overseas airmail fold-

has been in existence since Sept- 
ember 3rd (subject to correction I 
assure you) and the Fifteen Cent

with my favorite postmaster—and 
won out. 

Of rather peculiar interest is the 
fact that these sheets contain a 
distinctive watermark.

BRITAIN’S JET BOMBERS WILL 
EXCEED 600 M.P.H. 

Plans to build jet-propelled 
bombers which will open a completely 
new era in military aviation have 
been announced by the British Min- 
istry of Supply. It is predicted that 
the basic design of the new bombers 
will consist of a strangely shaped 
wing which will house the crew 
compartments. There will be no 
fuselage or tail. Jet motors will be 
“buried” in the wing. While technic- 
ians are working to solve problems 
concerning fuel consumption and 
effective  pressurisation of crew 
quarters, others are evolving a new 
bombing technique and new methods 
of accurate navigation made neces- 
sary by high speeds at high 
altitudes. “Much remains to be done" 
states the Ministry. “However it is 
probable that contracts will very 
shortly be placed for two of these 
new long-range bombers.”
